HE  present  work  was  intended  originally  for  publica- 
tion as  a  paper  in  the  Transactions  of  the  Cumberland 
\  and  Westmorland  Antiquarian  and  Archaeological  Society. 
\^  At  that  time  the  material  at  my  disposal  consisted  merely 
of  the  Register  Book  of  the  School,  begun  in  1699,  by 
Dr.  Todd.    By  following  up  various  clues  other  material 
>^  came  to  light,  which  considerably  increased  its  bulk 
^  and  served  to  give  an  interesting  picture  not  only  of  the 
\    history  of  the  school  itself,  but  also  of  the  town  and 
neighbourhood  of  Penrith.    There  are  still,  unfortunately, 
many  gaps,  but,  considering  the  turbulent  history  of  the 
district  and  the  mismanagement,  at  various  times,  of  the 
funds  of  the  school,  it  is,  perhaps,  surprising  that  so  many 
authentic  records  still  exist. 

For  permission  to  transcribe  and  publish  the  records 
in  their  possession,  I  am  indebted  to  the  present  Governors 
of  the  school.  In  addition  to  the  acknowledgments  on 
page  2  and  in  the  various  footnotes  I  desire  to  express  my 
thanks  to  Mr.  G.  C.  Moore  Smith,  Litt.D.,  Ph.D.,  Professor 
of  English  in  the  University  of  Sheffield,  for  help  on  various 
points  of  antiquarian  interest.  Lastly,  but  by  no  means 
least,  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  W.  G.  Collingwood,  M.A., 
F.S.A.,  for  his  constant  help  and  advice.  He  has  read 
through  the  whole  of  the  proofs  and  his  wide  and  extensive 
knowledge  has  saved  me  from  many  a  pitfall.

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THE  EXISTING  RECORDS. 


CONSIDERING  the  antiquity  of  the  Penrith  Grammar  School, 
the  records  still  in  the  possession  of  the  Governors  are 
extremely  meagre.  The  Original  Charter  is  still  preserved. 
It  is  written  in  Latin  on  a  single  piece  of  parchment,  2  feet  9^ 
inches  by  i  foot  io|  inches.  It  is  in  a  good  state  of  preservation, 
very  few  words  being  illegible,  and  these  only  where  there  is  a 
hole  in  the  parchment  as  the  result  of  a  double  fold.  Attached 
to  the  document  is  a  portion  of  the  Great  Seal  of  England,  on  one 
side  of  which  is  a  representation  of  Queen  Elizabeth  on  horseback, 
whilst  on  the  other  she  is  sitting  in  state  under  a  canopy.  At  the 
bottom  of  the  parchment  is  a  hem-like  fold,  3^  inches  wide  to 
support  the  seal.  This  document  has  had  a  very  chequered 
history  ;  it  came  into  the  possession  of  the  Whelpdales  in  1623  ; 
in  1700  it  was  in  the  possession  of  John  Pattinson  who  handed  it 
over  to  the  Governors  on  October  nth,  171 7,  in  whose  hands  it 
has  apparently  remained  since  that  time. 

Next  in  importance  comes  the  Register  Book  of  the  School, 
begun  in  1699  by  Dr.  Todd,  who  kept  it  carefully  for  some  twenty 
years.  The  old  Register  Book  was  given  to  Todd  by  Mrs. 
Carleton  in  1705,  but  there  is  apparently  no  trace  of  it  to-day. 
We  have  in  addition  a  number  of  loose  papers  dealing  with  the 
same  period  which,  until  recently  were  kept  in  a  chest  in  the 
Parish  Church  of  Penrith.  These  papers  are  mainly  rough  notes 
by  Todd,  bills,  or  original  documents,  copies  of  which  are  given 
in  the  Register.  These  have  been  incorporated  mainly  as  foot- 
notes and  where  no  reference  is  given  it  may  be  taken  that  one 
of  these  papers  is  being  transcribed.  The  Bleamire  deed  of  1798- 
is  also  preserved,  but  no  trace  can  be  found  of  the  deed  (1795) 
dealing  with  the  transference  of  part  of  the  school-yard  to  the 
Churchwardens  and  Vicar  for  use  as  an  additional  burial  ground. 

There  is  also  in  existence  a  deed,  dated  25th  December,  1782, 
by  which  William  Bleamire  bequeathed  the  sum  of  £^  yearly  (;^5 
for  the  Master  of  the  Grammar  School,  and  £\  to  the  Vicar  of 
Penrith  for  preaching  an  annual  sermon).  This  document  is  in 
a  good  state  of  preservation  except  that  along  one  fold  it  has  been 
damaged  by  mice.  It  was  in  the  possession  of  the  late  Dr. 
Jackson,  formerly  Vicar  of  Penrith  and  afterwards  Provost  of 
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Queen's  College,  Oxford,  and  passed  into  the  possession  of  his 
son-in-law  the  present  Provost,  Dr.  Magrath,  by  whom  it  has 
recently  been  sent  to  the  present  Vicar  of  Penrith.  For  my 
knowledge  of  the  existence  of  this  deed  I  am  indebted  to  Mr. 
T.  D.  Shepherd,  Clerk  to  the  Governors  of  Penrith  Grammar 
School.  I  also  desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Rev.  F.  Byard, 
Vicar  of  Penrith,  for  his  courtesy  in  sending  me  the  document 
for  transcription,  and  to  Mr.  W.  H.  B.  Leech,  present  Headmaster 
of  the  School,  for  his  kindness  in  giving  me  facilities  for  transcrib- 
ing the  papers  and  the  Charter  which  are  at  present  in  his  custody. 

EARLIEST  HISTORY  OF  THE  SCHOOL. 


The  earliest  record  of  a  school  in  Penrith  that  I  have  been  able 
to  trace  is  the  licensing,  in  1340,  of  John  de  Eskeheved  to  teach 
the  art  of  Grammar  under  the  patronage  of  the  Bishop  of 
Carlisle.*  In  the  episcopal  register  under  date  6th  November, 
1366,  there  is  a  "  littera  dimissoria  pro  John  de  Eskheved."  The 
clerk  had  received  the  first  tonsure  and  was  empowered  to  take 
all  orders,  t  But  previous  to  this,  according  to  Hutchinson, J 
Robert  de  Burgham  was  licensed,  in  1361,  to  teach  the  psalter, 
Priscianus'  Grammar  and  singing.  What  were  the  relations 
between  the  two,  whether  both  were  teaching  in  Penrith  at  the 
same  time  or  not,  we  have  no  means  of  knowing. 

In  1395  William  de  Strickland,  Bishop  of  Carlisle,  founded  a 
chantry  §  in  honour  of  St.  Andrew  in  the  parish  church  of  Penrith. 
Attached  to  it  was  a  yearly  stipend  of  £6,%  to  be  paid  out  of  his 
lands  in  Penrith  to  a  chantry  priest  who  should  teach  church 
music  and  grammar.  On  the  dissolution  of  the  Monasteries  in 
1547,  this  chantry  was  dissolved  (i  Edw.  VI.),  the  rent  of  £6 
being  paid  to  the  King's  exchequer  until  July  i8th,  1564,  when, 
on  the  petition  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town.  Queen  Elizabeth 
granted  the  school  a  charter  under  the  title  of  the  "  Free 
Grammar  School  of  Queen  Elizabeth  in  Penrith."

divine  service  within  the

The  first  man  to  be  appointed  Master  of  the  Free  Grammar 
School  of  Queen  Elizabeth  in  Penrith  was  John  Davis,  who  was 
elected  anno  xj°  Elizabeth*  (1569).  Davis  later  became  the  first 
schoolmaster  at  Blencow  and  so  must  have  ceased  his  connection 
with  the  Penrith  School  in  1576. 

From  this  time  we  have  nothing  definite  until  1581,  when 
Anthony  Page  was  schoolmaster.  But  there  are,  in  the  Penrith 
Parish  Registers,  entries  which  may  help  us  to  bridge  the  gap. 
In  these  registers  there  occur  four  entries  dealing  with  "  Clerical 
Sirs  "  : — Sir  Wm.  Falshead,  Priest,  buried  May  3,  1558  ;  Sir  Jno. 
Gibson,  Reader,  buried  July  29,  1598  ;  Sir  Xtfer  Symson,  married 
to  Mabel  Birkbeck,  June  24,  1578  ;  and  Sir  Xtfer  Symson,  Vicar 
of  Banton,  buried  Sep.  25,  1586. 

"  Symson  was  evidently  a  resident  in  Penrith,  his  marriage, 
the  baptism  of  his  children,  and  his  burial  being  recorded  in  the 
registers.  He  held  the  living  of  Bampton  from  1580  to  his  death. 
It  is  probable  that  the  residence  of  the  clerical  '  Sirs  '  in  Penrith 
indicates  that,  along  with  clerical  duties  in  neighbouring  parishes, 
they  held  the  office  of  Master  of  Penrith  Grammar  School,  as  has 
been  the  case  in  modern  times,  "f  This  may  have  been  the  case 
at  times,  but  it  was  certainly  not  a  regular  practice  as  an  exam- 
ination of  the  dates  given  above  will  show.  At  any  rate  Symson 
must  have  resigned  any  connection  he  may  have  had  with  the 
school  soon  after  his  appointment  to  Bampton,  for  from  15  81 
to  1591  Anthony  Page  was  Master  of  the  School.  J  Sandford,

Anthony  Page,  steward  "  (presumably  of  the  manor)  ;  he  is  not 
described  as  schoolmaster,  so  far  confirming  Nicolson  and  Burn_ 
and  Clarke  that  he  ceased  to  be  schoolmaster  in  1591  ;  later  he 
became  a  Governor.*

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At  the  Inquiry  into  the  state  of  the  school  in  1647,  Thomas 
Jackson,  B.A.,  is  stated  to  be  Schoohnaster  and,  judging  from 
the  fact  that  six  years'  arrears  of  salary  are  ordered  to  be  paid 
to  him,  he  was  appointed  at  least  as  early  as  1641  ;  he  is  in  all 
probability  the  man  referred  to  in  the  following  entr}'-  in  Alumni 
Oxonienses  1500-1714  : — Jackson,  Thomas,  of  Westmorland, 
pleb.  Queen's  Coll.  matric.  9  Nov.,  1621,  aged  19  ;  B.A.  i  April, 
1628.*  Jackson  apparently  held  office  for  a  considerable  time, 
as  in  the  parish  registers  under  date  Feb.  5,  1674,  occurs  the  record 
of  the  marriage  of  Hugh  Nelson  and  Sarah  Jackson,  both  of 
Penrith.  The  bride  was  the  youngest  child  of  Mr.  Thomas 
Jackson,  styled  Schoolmaster  in  the  registers.!

fenced  walled  &  defended  from  the  sayd  coinon,  soe  that  the 
inhabitants  of  the  sayd  towne  had  good  libertie  of  their  pasturage 
therein  with  their  loose  naggs,  weake  sheepe,  &  for  the  weaning 
of  their  lambes,  which  sayd  coinon  by  the  good  motion  &  appro- 
bacon  of  the  king's  officers  &  of  the  governors  of  the  schole,  & 
by  their  consent  &  by  the  consent  of  most  of  the  freeholders  & 
inhabitants  within  the  towne,  for  the  advancement  of  the  rev- 
enewes  of  the  sayd  schole  being  att  a  low  rate,  did  freely  give  the 
sayd  coinon  to  the  revenewes  of  the  sayd  schole,  after  which 
guift  sufficient  men  in  the  towne  offered  to  give  fortye  shillings 
rent  yearelye  to  the  sayd  schole,  but  the  sayd  William  Whelpdall 
closes  adjoining  unto  the  sayd  coinon,  he  causeth  the  hedges  & 
stone  walls  to  be  pulled  down  betwixt  his  ground  &  the  sayd 
coinon,  &  soe  payethe  to  the  schole  onelye  twentye  shillings  by 
yeare,  where  others  would  give  fortye  shillings  ;  &  allsoe  the  sayd 
Willm  Whelpdall,  by  divers  juryes  of  inquirye  att  the  court  leet 
holden  in  the  towne,  hath  been  enjoyned  to  erect  the  s<i  hedges  & 
stone  walls,  &  for  the  not  doeing  thereof  hath  been  amerced,  as 
by  severall  verdicts  may  appear,  which  obstinatelye  he  refuseth 
to  do,  by  reason  whereof  the  schole  rent  ys  lessened  by  him 
twentye  shillings  by  the  yeare  :  And  they  further  say,  that  one 
Anthony  Williamson,  late  of  Penreth,  deceased,  did  in  his  life 
time  by  his  last  will  &  testament  bequest  one  garth  lyeinge  in 
Middlegayt,  within  the  sayd  towne  of  Penreth,  to  the  use  of 
Penreth  schole,  &  after  dyed  ;  after  whose  death  one  Rob*  Parker

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as  it  seameth  not  knowing  of  that  guift,  did  purchase  the  same  of 
one  Anthony  WiUiamson,  sonne  &  heir  of  the  sd  Anthony  WilHam- 
son  th'  elder,  after  which  purchase  by  Parker  soe  made  from 
Anthony  WiUiamson  the  younger,  the  gov'nors  of  the  sayd  schole 
being  then  S""  WiUiam  Hutton,  knt.  I'homas  Carlton,  esq.  William 
Whelpdall,  Anthony  Paige,  &  Andrew  Whelpdall,  gentl.  did 
clayme  of  the  sayd  garth  by  virtue  of  the  sayd  will  made  by 
Anthony  Williamson  th'  elder,  whereupon  the  sayd  Parker  well 
knowing  that  he  was  not  able  to  trye  the  title  with  the  gov'nors 
of  the  schole,  did  convey  the  sayd  garth  back  again  to  them  by 
deede  of  feoffment ;  &  the  said  gov'nors  by  virtue  thereof  being 
seized  of  the  sayd  garth,  did  regraunt  the  same  over  unto  the 
sayd  Parker  &  his  heirs  by  their  deed  of  feoffment,  dated  the 
twelveth  of  March  anno  Jacobi  quinto,  &  by  the  sayd  deede 
reserved  ten  shillings  yearlye  rent  to  the  use  of  the  sayd  schole, 
which  rent  yearlye  by  Parker  for  diverse  j^eares  after  was  duely 
payed  &  answered  ;  but  the  sayd  William  Whelpdall  then  &  now 
one  of  the  gov'nors  of  the  sayd  schole,  having  gott  both  the  sayd 
deedes  into  his  owne  possession  &  custodye,  the  sayd  rent  is  de- 
teyned  &  denied  to  be  payed  as  by  profe  appeareth,  &  the  sayd 
deeds  came  into  his  hands  the  eighteenth  of  September  1622. 
AUsoe  they  saye  that  one  Gerard  Lowther,  then  of  York,  esq. 
&  William  Lowther,  of  Lowther,  in  the  county  of  Westmorland, 
gent,  entred  their  bill  obligatorrye  to  S"^^  William  Hutton,  knt. 
Thomas  Carlton,  esq.  William  Whelpdall,  Anthonye  Paige,  & 
Andrew  Whelpdall,  gent,  gov'nors  for  the  revenues  for  the  free 
schole  of  Penreth,  in  one  hundreth  &  f  ortye  pounds,  upon  condicon 
to  this  effect  as  followeth  :  Whereas  there  was  suyte  coinenced 
in  his  ma'tyes  court  of  excheque  by  the  sayd  governors  against 
the  sayd  Gerard  Lowther  &  Sir  Richard  Lowther  his  father,  for 
the  stipend  of  six  pounds,  &  for  the  arreargs  thereof,  yt  was  then 
ordered  by  the  court,  that  the  s^^  Sir  Richard  Lowther  &  Gerard 
Lowther  aforesayd,  should  pay  the  sayd  six  pounds  yearlye  & 
the  the  arreargs  thereof  behind  for  the  use  of  the  said  schole  ;  & 
also  then  ordered  for  the  appeasing  of  suyts  against  the  purchasers 
of  the  lands  late  S''  Richard  Lowther,  knt.  &  Gerard  Lowther, 
whom  they  p'tended  to  chardg  with  the  stipend  of  six  pounds, 
&  the  arreargs  thereof,  which  sayd  arreargs  was  unpayde  &  behind 
from  the  xxiijth  of  Queen  Elizabeth  her  reigne,  untill  Michaellmas 
terme  in  the  third  yeare  of  King  James'  reigne,  as  it  seameth  by 
a  decree  made  in  the  excheq'  in  that  year  for  the  arreargs  against 
the  sayd  Sir  Richard  Lowther  &  Gerard  Lowther,  after  which 
decree  yt  was  comprimitted  betwixt  the  gov'nors  of  the  schole 
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&  S'  Richard  Lowther,  knt.  &  Gerard  Lowther,  that  all  suyts 
should  surcease,  &  that  the  stipend  yearelye  of  six  pounds  should 
be  payd  out  of  the  Lowther's  lands  ;  &  allso  bound  their  heires 
executors  &  administrators  by  their  sayd  bill  obligatorye,  dated 
the  xth  of  Novemb.  anno  Jacobi  quinto  1607,  for  the  use  of  the 
sayd  schole  ;  &  there  was  duely  afterwards  six  pounds  yearlye 
payd,  and  likewyse  seaven  pounds  yearely  for  the  consideration 
of  the  s^  three  scoare  &  tenn  pounds  during  the  lives  of  the  sayd 
Sir  Richard  Lowther,  Gerard  I.owther  &  William  Lowther,  & 
since  their  deceases  by  Richard  Lowther  sonne  &  heire  of  the  sayd 
William  Lowther  ;  &  since  the  sayd  bond  was  entred,  &  since  the 
sayd  order  made  in  the  Excheq',  there  was  never  anything  payd 
by  the  sayd  tennants,  or  by  the  purchasers  of  Lowther's  lands, 
either  unto  the  said  yearelye  rent  of  vji  or  unto  any  p't  of  the  ar- 
reargs  thereof  as  appeareth  unto  us  ;  &  they  say  that  there  ys 
remeyning  in  Mr.  Richard  Lowther  his  hands,  of  Engleton,  who 
dyed  about  three  yeares  since,  &  in  the  hands  of  Gerard  Lowther 
his  Sonne  &  heire,  in  arreargs  for  seaven  yeares  last  past,  fortye- 
nine  pounds  w^  ys  seaven  pounds  p'^ann.  unto  the  sayd  Thomas 
Jackson,  now  scholemaister  in  Penreth.  And  they  say  further, 
that  the  gov'nors  of  the  said  schole,  with  their  mocon  &  consent,

ticular custodye  of  any  one  of  them.

schole  heretofore  hath  had  &  sustained,  but  that  men  of  most 
discretion  &  honestye  within  the  towne  &  parish  of  Penreth,  shall 
be  ordayn'd  &  called  gov'nors  of  the  possessions,  revenues  &  goods 
of  the  schole,  called  by  the  name  of  the  free  gram'  schole  of 
Queene  Elizabethe,  our  late  soveraigne  lady  &  Queen,  of  famous 
memorye,  the  founder  thereof. 

That  for  soe  much  as  S"^  John  Lowther,  knt.  &  John  Lowther 
his  Sonne,  esq^  have  conveyed  unto  William  Whelpdall,  esquire, 
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&  one  of  the  now  gov'nors,  tenn  acres  of  land  &  an  half  in  Penreth 
fields,  for  the  paying  &  discharging  of  six  pounds  yearelye  rent  to 
Penreth  schole.  That  the  sayd  William  Whelpdall  is  ordered 
eyther  sufficiently  to  secure  the  said  land,  or  the  said  rent  forth 
of  the  land  to  the  use  of  the  sayd  schole,  for  the  avoyding  further 
molestation  &  trouble  hereafter  about  the  same,  &  forthw*^  to 
paye  the  arrears  due  for  the  same. 

That  the  said  William  Whelpdall  is  ordered  to  rebuild  the 
wall  &  hedges  betwixt  his  grounds  &  a  place  called  the  Ling 
Stubbs,  being  formerlye  a  common  belonging  unto  the  town,  w<^^ 
by  a  full  consent  of  the  king's  officers,  &  by  the  inhabitants  of  the 
town  was  given  to  the  maintenance  of  the  sayd  schole,  for  which 
there  was  offered,  &  so  will  be  given,  fortye  shillings  yearelye 
rent,  therefore  that  the  said  William  Whelpdall  shall  forthwith 
eyther  rebuild  the  said  hedge,  or  pay  the  said  xP  yearelye  to 
the  use  of  the  said  schole.

That  the  said  William  Whelpdall  is  ordered  to  pay  unto  Thomas 
Jackson,  batchelor  of  arts,  &  now  scholemaister  of  Penreth,  thirty 
six  pounds  for  his  ways  behind  for  the  first  six  years,  being  six 
pounds  p.  ann.  after  that  he  gott  the  possession  of  the  said  tenn 
acres  &  an  half  of  land  from  Thomas  Bartram. 

That  Gerard  Lowther,  now  of  Engleton,  in  the  county  of  York, 
esq.  is  allsoe  ordered  to  pay  unto  the  said  Thomas  Jackson, 
scholem',  f ortye-two  pounds,  being  behind  for  six  yeares  last  past, 
seaven  pounds  p  ann.  by  him  &  his  late  father  Richard  Towther, 
esq.  of  the  said  Engleton,  deceased,  due  for  the  consideration  of 
threescore  &  tenn  pounds,  belonging  unto  the  use  of  the  schole 
of  Penreth  aforesayd.  That  the  gov'nors  are  ordered  forthwith 
to  call  for  the  sayd  threescore  &  ten  pounds  forth  of  the  hands 
of  the  sayd  Gerard  Lowther,  or  ells  to  gett  sufficiente  securitye 
for  the  same  for  the  schole's  use,  &  in  any  sort  hereafter  not  to  be 
neglected.

By  his  will  dated  August  9th,  1661,*  William  Robinson,  Citizen 
Grocer,  of  the  Parish  of  St.  Dunstan's  in  the  East,  London, 
bequeathed  the  sum  of  ^^lo  to  be  paid  yearly  for  ever  by  the 
Master  and  Wardens  of  the  Grocers'  Company  to  the  Free  School 
of  Penrith. 

The  records  for  these  years  are  very  scanty  indeed.  In  addition 
to  this  bequest  and  the  mention  of  Jackson  as  Schoolmaster  in 
1674,  I  have  only  come  across  one  incidental  reference  which  gives 
us  the  name  of  the  Master  in  1678.  Under  that  date  in  A  dmissions 
to  the  College  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  Cambridge,  ii.,  p.  70,  we 
find  the  entry  : — 

(56)  John  Bell,  born  at  Langworthby,  Cumberland,  son  of 
John  Bell,  husbandman  (agricolae)  ;  school,  Penreth  (Mr. 
Borrough)  ;  admitted  pensioner,  tutor  &  surety,  Mr.  Burton, 
22  June,  cBt.

In  Alumni  Oxonienses,  1500- 17.14,  there  are  several  "  Boroughs  " 
but  only  one  with  two  ^''s.

Upon  the  Death  of  Mr  Carleton  the  old  Registre-book  of  the 
School,  and  the  Publick-Silver  Seal*  (wch  had  been  given  by  Sir 
Philip  Musgrave  Baronet)  were  given  by  Mrs.  Carleton,  his  Relict 
into  the  Hands  of  D'.

(described  by  Dr.  Haswell,  Transactions,  n.s.,  xiii.,  p.  160)  must  have  been  lost 
with  some  of  the  documents  belonging  to  the  school.  In  this  connection 
may  I  suggest  that  matris  in  Dr.  Haswell's  rendering  of  the  inscription  should 
be  either  liberae  or  grammaticalis  (perhaps  contracted).  I  have  not  met  in 
the  records  with  the  phrase  suggested  and  it  is  most  probable  that  the  inscrip- 
tion on  the  seal  was  taken  from  the  Charter.  (I  have  not  seen  the  document 
in  question  and  can  make  nothing  of  the  inscription  from  the  plate.)  This  has 
now  been  adopted  as  the  seal  for  the  reorganised  school. 
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Note.  Another  Copy  of  the  charter,  and  Evidences  belonging 
to  the  School ;  somewhat  different  from  the  former,  was  put  into 
the  hand  of  the  said  Doctor,  by  Mr.  Anthony  Ireland  School- 
master of  Blencow  ;  (formerly  of  Penrith)  w'^^'  he  had  transcribed 
from  an  Original  Registre,  in  the  hand  of  Thomas  Dalston  Esq', 
the  Queen's  Learned  Steward  for  the  Honour  of  Penrith.

The  Cross  where  the  servants  were  hired,  stood  in  front  of  the  premises  now 
occupied  by  Mr.  Dempsey.  It  was  covered  in  ;  the  roof  being  supported  by 
four  pillars,  one  on  each  angle  of  the  steps.  Except  on  the  term  days,  the  cross 
was  used  as  the  butter  and  egg  market,  and  was  an  excellent  place  for  the 
piurpose,  as  the  women  were  protected  from  the  rain.  On  the  right  and  left 
of  each  corner  pillar,  was  a  stone  slab,  about  5  ft.  by  3 J  ft.  These  were  let 
as  stalls,  and  were  advantageous  places  for  selling  hardware,  spice,  etc. —

M"^.  t  Pattison  was  with  me  lately  to  Sign  an  Authority  for  one 
you  approve  of  to  be  School-Master.  I  am  very  sensible  of  the 
respect  shew'd  to  y^  ffamily,  and  particular  Civility  design'd  me 
by  chusing  me  one  of  y^  Gubernators  ;  But  as  I  am  not  likely 
to  Spend  so  much  time  in  y®  County  as  I  did  not  then  know  but 
I  might,  and  there  being  Gentlemen  of  Estates  in  y^  Neighbour- 
hood much  more  capable  of  promoteing  y®  good  of  y^  School  I 
desire  yo\x  wou'd  agree  among  y"^. selves  upon  y®  p^son  and

He  complains  of  the  great  variety  of  primers  among  children  in  private 
schools  and  proposes  that  a  stop  be  put  to  it  at  the  Print  house.  He  proposes 
catechising,  as  the  best  method  for  the  improvement  of  Christian  Knowledge 
and  desires  the  Society  to  send  him  some  of  those  Catechisms  which  he  per- 
ceives they  distribute.

An  account  of  the  ceremony  of  the  induction  of  Henry 
Willson,  Scholar  of  Trinity  College,  Cambridge,  to 

THE  position  AND  OFFICE  OF  SCHOOLMASTER  OF  THE  FrEE 

Grammar  School  of  Penrith,  on  the  2Ist  of  April,  1707. 

On  the  day  and  in  the  year  aforesaid,  there  came  into  the 
School  about  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  the  Rev.  Hugh  Todd, 
D.D.,  and  Sir  Richard  Hutton,  Kt.,  Governors  of  the  said  school. 
Many  of  the  chief  townsmen  had  been  invited  and  were  present, 
including  Sir  Henry  Blencow,  Kt.,  Lancelot  Simpson,  Public 
Notary,  and  Ambrose  Nicholson,  Attorney  at  Law.  After  the 
pupils  had  taken  their  places,  and  were  all  behaving  modestly 
and  reverently,  the  said  Hugh  Todd  explained  the  reason  for  the 
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meeting  :  it  was  a  public  occasion  which  particularly  concerned 
the  good  and  the  benefit  of  the  whole  town.  First  he  proposed 
to  read  the  Letter  of  Resignation  of  Joseph  Langhorn,  the  last 
Master,  which  follows  in  these  terms  : — 

"  Know  all  men  by  these  presents  that  I,  Mr.  Joseph  Langhorn, 
Deacon  in  Holy  Orders,  Teacher  or  Master  of  the  Free  Grammar 
School  of  Our  Lady  Queen  Elizabeth  of  Penrith,  for  various  good 
causes  and  reasons  urging  me  thereto,  have  resigned  and  by  this 
writing  do  freely  and  spontaneously  resign  and  surrender  with  all 
its  rights,  profits  and  emoluments  whatsoever,  all  right  and  claim 
that  I  have  or  may  have  to  the  position  or  office  of  Teacher  or 
Schoolmaster  in  the  said  Free  Grammar  School  of  Our  Lady 
Queen  Elizabeth  at  Penrith,  into  the  hands  of  Sir  Anthony 
Hutton,  Kt.,  Sir  Christopher  Musgrave  Kt.,  the  Rev.  Hugh 
Todd,  D.D.,  Sir  Joseph  Musgrave,  Kt.,  and  Richard  Hutton, 
Gentleman.  In  witness  whereof  I  have  confirmed  this  present 
writing  under  my  hand  and  seal,  this  25th  day  of  May,  1706.

"  Know  all  men  by  these  presents,  that  We,  the  Governors  of 
the  Possessions,  Revenues  and  Goods  of  the  Free  Grammar  School 
of  Queen  Elizabeth  of  Penrith  in  the  County  of  Cumberland  and 
the  Diocese  of  Carlisle,  in  whom  in  accordance  with  ancient  cus- 
tom and  with  full  right  rests  the  Nomination,  Election,  Appoint- 
ment and  Admission  of  the  Head-teacher  or  Schoolmaster  of  the 
said  school  :  have  nominated,  elected,  appointed  and  admitted  to 
the  office  and  position  of  Head-teacher  or  Schoolmaster  of  the  said 
school,  now  vacant  through  the  willing  and  spontaneous  resignation 
or  withdrawal  of  Joseph  Langhorn,  Deacon  in  Holy  Orders,  the  last 
incumbent  and  holder,  our  well  beloved  in  Christ,  Henry  Willson, 
Scholar  of  the  College  of  the  Holy  Trinity  at  Cambridge,  who  has 
been  well  recommended  to  us  for  the  uprightness  of  his  life,  his 
good  character  and  his  praiseworthy  progress  in  learning.  And, 
by  this  present  writing  we  do  nominate,  elect,  appoint  and  admit 
the  aforesaid  Henry  Willson  to  the  office  and  position  of  Head-

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teacher  or  Schoolmaster  of  the  aforesaid  school,  with  all  its  rights, 
profits  and  emoluments  whatsoever.  In  witness  whereof  we  have 
confirmed  and  approved  this  present  writing  by  the  affixing  of  our 
hands  and  our  common  seal,  this  26th  day  of  May,  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord  1706.

After  the  letter  of  admission  had  been  read,  the  aforem.entioned 
Hugh  Todd,  one  of  the  Governors,  bound  the  aforementioned 
Henry  Willson  by  an  oath  to  perform  well  and  faithfully  his  duties 
as  schoolmaster. 

Form  of  the  Oath. 
Thou  shaft  swear,  that  thou  wilt  observe  all  the  statutes, 
ordinances,  customs,  privileges  and  benefits  of  this  Free  Grammar 
School  of  Queen  Elizabeth  of  Penrith,  as  far  as  they  touch  and 
concern  thee.    May  God  do  so  to  thee  etc. 

I  swear. 

Further,  Thou  shalt  swear  that  thou  wilt  instruct  in  literature 
all  the  boys  that  come  to  this  School  of  learning  and  are  entrusted 
to  thy  care  ;  thou  wilt  shape  them  in  Christian  habits  :  thou  wilt 
cultivate  and  cherish  among  them  peace  and  concord  :  and  thou 
wilt  sow  in  their  tender  minds  all  the  seeds  of  holiness  and 
justice  :  and  thou  wilt  show  thyself  dutiful  and  obedient  towards 
the  Governors  of  this  School.    May  God  do  so  to  thee  etc. 

I  swear. 

After  administering  the  oath,  he  took  the  right  hand  of  the  said 
Henry  and  said  : — 
"  Sir, 

By  the  authority  of  myself  and  of  all  the  Governors  of  this 
School,  I  do  admit,  institute  and  induct  thee,  Henry  Willson, 
Scholar  of  the  College  of  the  Holy  Trinity  at  Cambridge,  who  hast 
been  well  recommended  to  us  for  the  uprightness  of  thy  life,  and 
thy  praiseworthy  progress  in  learning,  to  the  post  and  office  of 
Head-teacher  or  Schoolmaster  of  this  Free  Grammar  School  of 
Queen  Elizabeth  of  Penrith,  with  all  its  rights,  profits  and  appur- 
tenances whatsoever  ;  and,  as  a  sign  and  proof  of  thy  admission, 
institution  and  induction,  I  give  and  assign  to  thee  this  seat,  given 
and  assigned  of  old  to  the  Master  of  this  School.  In  the  name  of 
the  Father,  etc." 

The  Schoolmaster,  having  ascended  the  seat  or  stall,  addressed 
the  audience  in  Latin  :  he  expressed  his  gratitude  and  his  firm 
resolve  to  prove  worthy  of  our  prayers.  He  declared  he  would 
fulfil  his  sacred  trust  and  bring  up  all  the  boys  confided  to  him  in 
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accordance  with  the  precepts  of  the  Law  of  God  and  the  best 
examples  of  learning. 

After  the  conclusion  of  the  speech,  at  the  bidding  of  the  school- 
master, five  of  the  more  advanced  pupils  in  age  and  learning, 
Nicholson,  ^^^helpdale  Sen'.,  Whelpdale  Jun'.,  Corney  &  Holme 
Jun'.,  made  short  speeches  in  Latin,  suitable  for  the  occasion. 
After  this,  the  Schoolmaster,  in  another  speech  in  English, 
thanked  the  rest  of  the  audience  and  prayed  that  they  might  have 
every  good  fortune. 

Then,  all  the  boys  received  permission  to  play.  They  cheered 
and  went  out.  The  schoolmaster  entertained  to  light  refreshments 
the  gentlemen  and  the  chief  of  the  townsmen  who  had  deigned 
to  take  part  in  the  induction.  The}^  all  approved  of  his  letter 
of  induction  by  their  witness  in  this  form  :

I.  That  All  the  Scholars  of  the  said  School  now  Admitted, 
or  hereafter  to  be  Admitted,  shall  comport  &  behave  themselves 
Religiously  &  Dutifully  toward  God  ;  as  becometh  Those  who 
partake  of  a  Religious  &  Liberal  Education.

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II.  That  All  the  Scholars  shall  behave  themselves  Dutifully, 
Orderly  &  Soberly,  towards  their  Superiors,  Equalls  &  Inferiours. 
That  they  pay  all  due  Respect  to  the  Governors  of  the  School, 
and  to  the  Master  &  Usher  ;  Submitting  themselves  to  their 
Orders  &  Admonitions  willingly  and  readily.  That  they  con- 
verse quietly  &  amicabl}^  wath  One  another  :  never  quarrelling 
or  fighting  :  never  Slandering,  cheating  or  defrauding  :  much 
less  Swearing  or  Cursing  or  Lying,  in  their  Conversation,  under

IV.  That  All  ye  Scholars  of  the  School,  be  Divided  or  Dis- 
tributed into  4.  5.  6.  7.  or  more  Classes,  Seats  or  Forms  ;  according 
to  their

Number  and  Proficiency  :  And  that  the  Master  have  a  General 
Care  of  All ;  but  a  particular  Regard  to  y^  5.  or  6.  First  or  Highest 
Seats  or  Classes  :  Leaving  the  Inferiours  or  Parvulars  to  the 
Direction  and  Attendance  of  the  Usher. 

V.  That  Every  Scholar,  Living  or  Boarded  within  the  Town 
come  diligently  and  constantly  to  School,  at  Six  a  clock  in  the 
Morning,  while  the  Bell  rings,  or  presently  after,  both  Summer 
&  Winter.  That  they  be  allow 'd  to  go  to  their  Breakfast  at  half 
an  hour  after  Eight.  That  they  return  to  School  at  Nine  :  and 
continue  there  till  Twelve  or  near  to  it ;  and  then  to  be  dismissed 
to  their  Dinners.  That  at  One  a  Clock  All  return  to  School,  and 
remain  there  Studiously  and  orderly,  till  six  at  night.

VII.  That  every  Sunday  and  Holiday,  at  Eight  in  the  Morning, 
every  Scholar  repair  to  School  to  be  Catechised  and  Order 'd  as 
the  Master  shall  direct. 

VIII.  That  there  be  two  Monitors  in  the  School,  and  that  the 
Scholars  in  their  turns  take  care  of  the  Keys,  that  belong  to  the 
School  doors,  and  ring  the  Bell  immediately  after  the  Clock  has 
Chim'd  Six,  or  get  some  to  do  that  Duty  for  them. 
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IX.  That  no  Scholar  reveal  or  tell  abroad,  what  is  done  in  the 
School  :  nor  Sollicit  any  Gentleman  to  get  pla}''  upon  pain  of 
rend'ring  themselves  lyable  to  such  Corrections  as  may  be  justly 
due  to  'em  for  their  Rudeness  in  so  doing. 

X.  That  the  four  first  Classes  constantly  speak  Latin  One 
to  another,  both  in  school  &  at  Play  &  that  notice  be  taken  of 
those,  who  transgress  this  Order. 

XI.  That  no  Scholar  presume  to  play  in  the  Church-yard, 
Streets  or  other  publick  Places.  But  that  they  divert  themselves 
at  their  innocent  Recreations  in  the  Fields,  Bishops  Yards  and 
such  like  Places. 

XII.  That  according  to  the  Customs  of  the  best  Schools, 
there  be  allow 'd  to  the  Scholars  at  the  Great  Festivals  of  the  year.

XIII.  That  that  rude  Custom  of  barring  out  the  Master,  and 
taking  violent  Possession  of  the  School  &c.  be  utterly  abolished 
&  laid  aside  ;  as  is  already  done  in  All  Schools  of  better  note  & 
a  more  improv'd  Discipline.  That  the  usual  Contributions  be 
continued  ;  and  that  the  Scholars  be  allow'd  one  Day  every  year 
in  memory  of  their  former  Privilege.

Last  week  I  had  the  honour  to  recieve  your  Letter  with  a  Latin 
form  for  the  Resignation  of  Penrith  School ;  and  as  directed  by 
your  Request  I  have  transcrib'd  the  form  upon  a  Stamp,  got  it 
attested  by  my  two  Elder  Brethren  of  this  School ;  and  Sent  it 
inclos'd  herewith. 

Your  respects,  which  you  were  pleased  to  comand  me  to 
p'^sent  to  M^".  Mayor  and  other  Friends,  were  gladly  reciev'd;  The 
Mayor  and  Aldermen,  upon  the  account  of  my  Friends,  have  been 
far  kinder  and  more  generous  to  me,  than  I  cou'd  have  hop'd 
for,  upon  any  other  account :  they  held  a  Comon  Councill  Yester- 
day ;  and  therein  have  determin'd  to  give  me  the  Salary  for  the 
Quarter  ending  now  att  Michaelmass,  contrary  to  an  old  usage, 
of  giving  the  Dying  Quarter,  (as  they  call  it)  to  the  widow  of  the 
deceas'd  Masf^.  :  But  instead  of  the  Salary,  thay  have  thought 
fit,  to  consider  her  another  way,  by  a  gratuity  of  Five  pounds  : 
And  have  likewise  besides  my  Salary,  given  me  a  gratuity  of 
equall  Value  with  the  Widow's,  in  consideration  of  the  charge  of 
removing  my  Family  hith"^.

After  the  Governors  had  been  called  together  and  the  reason  for 
the  meeting  had  been  made  plain,  a  letter  was  read  from  Christo- 
pher Musgrave,  the  Senior  Governor,  beginning  with  these  words  : 

"  Sir,  I  receiv'd  yours  of  the  5*^.  instant  :  And  whatever  is 
fitting  to  be  done  in  Relation  to  the  School ;  I  shall  readily 
Concurr  with  You  ....  Ch.  Musgrave.

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Then  there  were  read  in  order  the  letter  of  resignation  sent  by 
Mr.  Henry  Willson,  given  previously  in  the  Register  {v.  p.  74)  : 
and  afterwards  the  letters  of  recommendation  and  the  testimon- 
ials of  Thomas  Ebdall,  literate,  who  at  that  time  was  serving 
under  the  ferule  of  Mr.  Sam.  Saunders,  Headmaster  of  Sedbergh 
School,  from  jSIessrs.  Dwyre,  Sanders,  Gibbon,  Rose,  Howard 
and  others  :  in  which  they  recommended  the  said  Thomas  for 
the  position  and  office  of  Schoolmaster,  now  vacant,  as  a  man  of 
learning  and  good  character. 

After  this  there  was  produced  the  letter  of  Nomination  and 
Admission  of  Thomas  Ebdall,  in  these  words  : — 

"  Know  all  men  by  these  presents  that  We,  the  Governors, 
etc.,"  as  has  been  previously  described,  making  all  necessary 
changes,  on  page,  (21  ?  of  the  Register  :  v.  p.  49). 

After  the  reading  of  this  charter  the  said  Thomas  Ebdall  was 
publicly  examined  and  questioned  on  the  Art  and  Method  of 
teaching  boys  and  Governing  a  Free  School,  etc.  :  for  he  had 
previously  undergone  a  private  examination.  When  this  was 
finished  each  of  the  Governors  confirmed  the  charter  of  nomination 
by  placing  his  hand  thereon  :  and  the  Rev.  Hugh  Todd,  D.D., 
who  was  the  senior  GoAxrnor  present,  in  the  name  of  the  others 
admitted  the  said  Thomas  to  the  position  and  office  of  School- 
master in  the  following  words  : — 

"  We,  the  Governors  of  the  Possessions,  Revenues,  and  Goods 
of  the  Free  Grammar  School  of  Queen  Elizabeth  of  Penrith,  by 
the  authority  granted  to  us  by  the  Royal  Foundation  Charter,  by 
these  presents  nominate,  appoint  and  admit  thee,  Thomas  Ebdall, 
literate,  well  recommended  to  us  for  the  uprightness  of  thy  life, 
and  thy  progress  in  literature,  to  the  position  and  office  of  Master 
or  Head-teacher  of  the  said  Free  School  of  Queen  Elizabeth  in 
Penrith. 

In  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son  and  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  Amen." 

When  this  was  ended,  the  said  Thomas  Ebdall  entertained  the 
Governors  and  the  Chief  Townsmen  who  were  present,  to  light 
refreshments,  as  was  the  custom  from  of  old. 

On  the  next  day,  the  Schoolmaster,  having  been  elected  and 
admitted,  betook  himself  to  the  Reverend  Father,  the  Bishop  of 
Carlisle,  from  whom  he  received  a  License  to  teach  the  Free  School, 
as  the  laws  of  the  Kingdom  of  England  require. 
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An  Account  of  the  Revenue  of  the  School,  as  it  stood 
WHEN  Mr.  Ebdall  came  to  be  Master  ;  and  of  what  was 
PAID  to  Him,  and  Others  who  had  been  concerned  in 
Teaching  the  School,  during  the  Vacancy. 

Note.  Mr.  Willson  (as  appears  by  the  quittances)  receiv'd  in  full 
both  of  the  Ancient  Rents,  and  mr.  Robinson's  Benefaction,  till 
Midsumer.  1710.  Of  m'^  Robinson's  Benefaction,  w^^  is  payable 
Nov"^.  I.  He  rec'd  at  Midsumer  (in  proportion)  2  months  more  than 
for  half  a  year  ;  as  appears  by  his  Acquittance  ;  w^^  is  to  be 
deducted  out  of  what  may  be  due  to  him,  afterwards.  He  taught 
School,  about  3.  weeks,  after  Midsuiiier.

Mr.  Bird  has  shewn  a  greater  fiuency 
in  Latin  Versification  than  the  other  competitors  ;  but,  m  general 
knowledge  of  the  Classics,  in  correctness  of  construction,  in  a 
prompt  and  very  accurate  application  of  the  grammatical  rules, 
we  are  decidedly  and  unanimously  of  opinion,  that  Mr.  Nicholson 
is  best  qualified  for  the  situation.  Mr.  Tinkler,  who  has  kindly 
undertaken  the  Mathematical  branch  of  the  Examination, 
certifies  that  Mr.  Bird  is  a  man  of  very  considerable  and  much 
higher  attainments  than  the  other  Gentlemen  in  Mathematics  ;
